Are we really running out of energy? 
Two recent studies considered authoritative said 
the world’s use of oil could exceed the world’s 
production of oil by 1981 or 1985 (depending 
on which study is quoted), causing global short- 
ages and higher prices. Presumably, there are oil 
oO deposits still undiscovered but just how much is 
debatable. The only country capable of stepping 
up production of known supplies is Saudi Arabia. Whether it 
will do so is another matter since that Middle East nation has 
trouble now spending the income it gets from its current pro- 
duction of 9-10 million barrels a day. 

In the U.S., declining production and increased use has 
forced us to import more and more oil so that today 48 per 
cent—nearly half—of our liquid petroleum comes from foreign 
sources. In the 1950s and 1960s, the use of oil shot up nearly 
90 per cent. After price controls were imposed on crude oil in 
1972, production dropped 15 per cent. The highest consump- 
tion rate was for natural gas, probably our scarcest fuel, One 
of the lowest consumption rates was for coal, our most abun- 
dant domestic fuel.

BUYING MEAT 
If you want real ground sir- 
loin, buy a sirloin or roast and 


have the butcher grind it for 
you 

Leftover, cooked meat sh-_ 
ould never be merely warmed 
up Instead, it should be 


heated to an internal tempera- 
ture of at least 155 degrees F 
Once reheated, it should be 
eaten while hot 

There are no standardized 
names for different qualities of 
ground beef. Therefore, super- 
markets label their packages 
according to their own pre- 
ferences. Asa practical mat- 
ter, most ground beefis made 
from trimmings and the less 
tender, less popular cuts of 
meat 


‘Ground beef"’ is just what 


the name implies. No extra 
fat, water, extenders or 
binders are permitted. Sea- 


sonings, however, may be added 
as long as they are identified 
on the label. 


FREEZER TIPS 

Make a friend of your 
freezer. It can help you have 
variety and fresh-flavor good- 
ness at mealtime all through 
the year. It can save you time 


in preparing meals since the 
foods you freeze or buy at the 
store 


are as close as your 


freezer door. It can save you 
money if you freeze special 
buys in foods. Here's how to 
keep your freezer as your 
friend 


BE SELFISH IN SELECTING 
FOODS TO FREEZE 

Choose only top quality 
foods. Most foods will freeze 
well, but they can be no better 
when you remove them than 
when you froze them. In fact, 
they may ‘‘lost a little’’ in qual- 
ity ifheld at temperatures which 
fluctuate frequently above 0de- 
grees F.; if they are stored 
for too long a time, or if they 
are not wrapped properly 


BE WISE IN PREPARING 
FOODS FOR FREEZING 

Think about how you will 
be cooking or serving the food 
later Would it be smart to 
freeze in family-size portions? 
Individual portions? Some of 
both? For example, when 
freezing ground beef, you might 
like to make patties and freeze 
them individually rather than 
freezing a couple of pounds of 
ground meat in one piece. 
Meats require no particular 
treatment before freezing (ex- 
cept possible cutting andtrim- 


ming) However, there are 
some foods which yield bet- 
ter quality if they receive spe- 
cial attention Here are ex- 
amples 

1. All vegetables respond 
best to freezing if blanched 
in boiling water (to stop en- 
zyme action), then cooled rap- 
idly before wrapping 

2. Many fruits freeze most 
satisfactorily if placed ina sug- 
ar syrup ora sugar.Consult the 
above publication about the 
particular fruit you have in 
mind 

3. Most dishes, such as 
stews, soups and meat loaves, 
usually freeze well after cook- 
ing. The chief precaution is 
to season lightly since flavors 
become more pronounced dur- 
ing freezer storage 

4. Most baked breads, cook- 
ies, pies and other baked 
goods freeze well. Fruit pies 
are better baked after freezing. 

5. Whole fish are generally 
better if frozen in water and 
then wrapped in moisture-proof 
freezer material. 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS 

Cooked chicken stays fresh 
longer in frozen storage if cov- 
ered with broth, gravy or sauce. 
Package _ airtight in rigid 
freezer containers with tight 
fitting lids. 

Don’t use whipped butter as 
a substitute for regular butter 
in a recipe since the shortening 
power is not the same as for 
unwhipped butter. 

Got a new crock pot or slow 
cooker? In most cases all of 
the ingredients can go into the 
pot at one time and can cook 
all day. However, if your rec- 
ipe calls for milk, cream or 
sour cream, add these during 
the last hour of cooking, advise 
Extension Service home eco- 
nomists. Also, if you use 
ground herbs and spices, add 
them during the last hour.

mother reported he hadn’t come 
home Saturday night. Coffee 
County Sheriff Neil Grantham 
said Waldon’s car apparently 


broke down and he probably 
got into the rear seat to sleep. 
Grantham added it was be- 
lieved that he suffered a heart 
attack. 


Operation Santa Now

“because last year we got a 
lot’ of, toys too late to repair,’ 
and we wanted to give our- 
selves plenty of time to work 
on them this year.’’ 

Even so, 30,000 toys were 
distributed among 25 commu- 
nitkes in the Wiregrass area. 

‘Operation Santa Claus‘is a 
project that has the full, year- 
(rourd attention of 10 - 15 vol- 
unteér Army personnel of the 


of Ft. Rucker. They begintheir 
task of repairing, putting to- 
gether, painting, and all other 
repair work in January, after 
Christmas is over, and all the 
toys are distributed. 

“The work area is divided 
into sections -- such as ‘Doll 
Section,’ ‘Bike Section,’ etc., 
says Sgt. Prater, ‘‘and the per- 
sonnel really enjoy their work 
on the toys.”’ 

He says they will take parts 
and pieces of toys, such as bi- 
cycles, and come up witha good 
bike for a child. They are all 
painted and fixed up like new. 

In Elba, pickup point for toys 
is the Police Station. Any group, 
organization, or individual may 
contribute toys in any shape of 
repair. 

Also, Sgt. Prater says they 
will travel in a radius of up

Council Debate 


The Elba City Council meet- 
ing began rather routinely 
Tuesday night, but all eyes 
appeared to be on the item on 
the agenda concerning the gar- 
bage truck body. After all 
other business had been con- 
ducted, Mayor Folsom turned 
on his tape recorder and open- 
ed the meeting to _ publicly 
discuss the matter that had 
kept the city officials in an 
uproar for the past several 
days. 

Folsom began the discus- 
sion by asking Street Superin- 
tendent Gerald Wambles_ to 
relate what happened at the 
beginning of the incident. 
Wambles told of taking the 
broken garbage truck to Enter- 
prise on Thursday and getting 
a quick estimate of five or six 
thousand dollars. Wambles said 
he told a Mr. Frank Moore to 
check the truck and call the 
city clerk or mayor with a 
price on the repairs. Folsom 
then asked City Clerk Jack 
Prescott to relate what hap- 
pened when Moore called. 
Prescott said that in the first 
call, Moore said the truck was 
in bad condition and would cost 
$12,000 to repair and suggest- 
ed buying a new one for less 
than $15,000. 

Folsom then related that on 
Friday he, Prescott, Wambles 
and Councilmen Cleo Hawkins 
and Mike Russell went to Ent- 
erprise and talked to Mr. 
Moore about the garbage truck 
body. Reportedly Moore told 
them it was beyond repair and 
not worth fixing and told 
Folsom he would allow nothing 
on trade-in. 

The debate centered around 
this visit Friday. Prescott, 
Wambles, Hawkins and Russell 
all said they left with the im- 
pression Elba had bought the 
body under the provision in 
the law to spend more than 
the bid law limits without bids 
if it was an emergency. The 
above men were under’ the 
impression that Mayor Folsom 
said he was declaring it an 
emergency and buying the body. 

Folsom denies saying this, 
or that he said ‘he was voting 
twice to make sure the motion 
would pass the council. Folsom 
said he would declare the emer- 
gency and vote twice if neces- 
sary IF it was a real emer- 
gency. 

Councilman Wayland Sharp- 
less spoke up and repeated a 
conversation he had had with 


Folsom shortly after this in 
the city hall. Sharpless said 
that Folsom told him Elba 
needed the body and couldn’t 
wait until the next meeting and 
also refused to call a special 
meeting to discuss the matter 
as ‘Sharpless requested. Again 
Folsom said he told Sharpless 
that he said he would buy it 
IF it was an emergency. 
Sharpless countered with the 
statement that Folsom told him 
he was doing it because Elba 
had to have the truck working. 
Sharpless said he again opposed 
the purchase and requested a 
full council meeting. 

Prescott related that after 
returning from Enterprise Fri- 
day, he received a phone call 
from Mr. Moore requesting a 
purchase order number. 
Prescott stated that he told 
Moore he could not issue a 
purchase order at that time 
because he felt the matter was 
still up in the air and probably 
would be until Tuesday night. 

Saturday morning, Hawkins 
and Mr. Ray Trammell went to 
Enterprise and looked over the 
broken equipment. Trammell, 
who had experience construct- 
ing that type garbage bodies 
estimated repairs on the old 
body at less than $2,000. With 
this information Hawkins re- 
turned to Elba and related this 
to Folsom. Monday morning, 
Folsom said he went to Enter- 
prise and got the truck and 
returned it to Elba for the re- 
pairs. He noted that at this 
time he also told Mr. Moore 
Elba was not buying his new 
truck body. 

Moore’ reportedly then 
called several councilmen and 
explained that he was in a tight 
because he had already pur- 
chased the new body from Gar- 
wood and it could not be re- 
turned. The council was told 
that Moore had borrowed the 
money at the bank on a ten-day 
note and he was in a real bind. 

Monday afternoon, Moore, 
Folsom and several councilmen 
met in city hall and engaged in 
a heated discussion on the 
matter, and Folsom again said 
he was not declaring it an 
emergency and had not told 
Moore Elba was definitely tak- 
ing the body. 

Councilman Jimmy Wise, 
who was not present during any 
of the Thursday and Friday 
and Saturday discussions, was 
present Monday, and at the 
meeting Tuesday noted that re-

the Elba system last year.

Commis- 
sioner Jack Hornsby stated re- 
cently, ‘‘There has to be a 
better way to pick-up the gar- 
bage,’’ and the visits are an 
attempt to find a better way.

Reardon Found Dead After Search 


missing man in the blazing sun 
with temperatures reaching the 
100 degrees mark for three days 
before the body was dis- 
covered. 

A helicopter from Ft. 
Rucker was called in to aid 
in the search as the perimeter 
of the hunt was widened.

Willie Ray Reardon, age 52,, 
of the Roeton Community, was 
found dead on Sunday, July 10, 
at 8:30 a.m., approximately 77 
hours after he had been re- 
ported missing by members 
of his family. 

The body was found ina wooded 
area only 1/2-mile from his 
home by Reardon’s grandson. 

Reardon was reported missing 
to the Brundidge Police Depart- 
ment at 10:00 a.m. on Thurs- 
day, July 7. Family members 
felt something was wrong when 


Reardon was seen walking away 
from the home at 4:00 a.m. 
Thursday morning dressed only 
in a pair of pants and boots. 


The members of the family 
began hunting for Reardon at 
9:00 a.m., and hunted for one, 
hour before contacting author- 
ities.
